Action to present a petition to the 
April grand jury for permission to 
replace two bridges in Adams county 
was taken at the regular meeting of 
the County Commissioners held Tues­ 
day. 
A third bridge, now badly in J 
need of repair, will be rebuilt, but, 
inasmuch as this is to be purely a 
repair job, grand ju ry action is not 
necessary. 
Grand jury action will be asked on 
the petition of the Commissioners to 
replace the large, 
wooden, 
covered 
bridge over Mincy Branch at Zora and 
the steel bridge over Willoughby Run 
on the Fairfield-Gettysburg road. 
Bids will be asked for by the Com­ 
missioners this week for complete re­ 
pairs and slight additions to the B ar­ 
low' bridge over Rock Creek between 
Cumberland and MU Joy townships. 
Proposals will be received at the o f­ 
fice of the Commissioners on April 23 
at IO o’clock, and will bo opened an 
hour later. 


The present structure at Barlow is 
a girder bridge of two fifty-five foot 
spans. 
It w as built more than TO 
years ago, according to the Commis­ 
sioner!!. 
At ottf time 52 years ago. 
the structure was washed aw ay from J pretended 
its moorings and carried on a much- 
swollen Rock Creek for a distance of 
half a mile. 
It w as brought back; 
a few additions were made 
and only 
slight repairs have been made since 
that time. 


The bridge now has a roadway IG 
feet w ide. 
This is to be increased to 
20 feet and all abutm ents and piles 
are to be reinforced with concrete,
